The New York Republicans entered 
upon tho statu campaign of 1882 under 
circumstances almost precisely similar 
to tlmse of 1894. They were sure of vic- 
tory. They nominated Charles J. Fol- 
ger, thou secretary of tho treasury, for 
governor. When their state convention 
closed, they regarded tho election as al- 
ready won. 

The nomination of Folgerfor govern- 
or was a machine event. Chester A. 
Arthur, theu president, was as com- 
pletely the “boss” in political affairs as 
Thomas C. Platt is this year. Folger, 
like Levi P. Morton, was an old man, 
possessed great wealth nml was suppos- 
ed to be not in the way as a candidate 
for president in 1884 if he should be 
elected, which was regarded as a cer- 
tain event. 

The Republicans had unbounded con- 
fidence. They believed that they would 
have from 40,000 to 60,000 majority ou 
governor. The party was as "harmo- 
nious” as it is now and as completely 
under “boss” control. Tho “boss” had 
dictated tho nomination, and his plans 
hail been so perfectly laid and the ma- 
chine had run so smoothly that it came, 
apparently, as Morton’s nomination 
came, with phenomenal and enthusi- 
astic spontaneity. 

The ©ernoerntt had not much confi- 
dence. Toy had lost tho state in 1880, 
when their candidate for prosideut was 
Hancock, “the superb,’* the hero of 
Gettysburg, by over 21,000 majority. 
They had no particular popular issue 
except opposition to “boss” and "boo- 
.11. “ 

Tho Democrats nominated for gov- 
ernor Grover Cleveland of Buffalo. He 
had been elected mayor of that city and 
had served a term as sheriff of Erie 
county. He had fought some municipal 
rings and had gained a reputation for 
honesty, independence and firmness. 

Then, as now, the nominations hav- 
ing been made, the signs of n popular 
uprising against “boodle" and “boss” 
politics appeared. Tho ground swell 
grew as tho campaign proceeded. Week 
by week, with the progress of time, the 
determination of tho people to defeat 
and wreck the machine tiecame more 
and more apparent and pronounced. Up 
to aud near the day of election tho 
Democrats gained confidence, and the 
omens of their success at the polls seem- 
ed favorable. 

But the result surpassed all expecta- 
tion. There was an immense vote. It 
was 90 per cent of the total vote cast 
for president in 1880, something with- 
out a precedent in that state. Cleve- 
land's majority over Folger was 192, • 
834. This was the stupendous veidict 
of the people of New York ou "boodle” 
and “boss” methods. The change from 
Republican to Democratic was 215,000 
votes. 

David B. Hill y was tho Democratic 
candidate for lieutenant governor in 
1882. He had not been conspicuous be- 
fore iu state politics. From tho fact 
thut the Republican candidate for lieu- 
tenant governor received a less number 
of votes than Folger tho majority for 
Hill was nearly 4,000 greater than that 
for Cleveland. His vote was a few hun- 
dred less than that of Cleveland. 

It is in the highest degree probable 
that after 19 years hi*t<uy may repeat 
itself in New York. It is unlikely that 
Hill will have such a tremeudous ma- 
jority over Morton ns Cleveland had 
over Folger. But it may bo of immeuso 
proiKirtions. Thero is nothing so unpop- 
ular in politics ns a “boss” behind a 
“barrel” exercising despotic power iu 
party control. — Chicago Herald.

Messrs. McKinley, Reed and other 
Republican orators are now traveling 
about tlio country declaring that every- 
thing is going to ruin because of tho re- 
peal of the McKinley tariff.

But now it accepts 
the inevitable and confesses that the 
business of tho country,* even under fu- 
ture Republican administration, will 
want only detailed revision of the pres- 
ent tariff laws without overturning lta 
g< ueral policy, lleto is what Tho Led- 
ger says in part: 

Tho improvement of business condi- 
tions can beuolanger successfully disput- 
ed. It is so general ami so manifest as 
to render ridiculous those unscrupulous 
partisan organs which, closing their 
eyes to tho truth, continue to ignoro it 
as if it had no real existence. The lead- 
ing financial ami trado journals of the 
country, those tho special mission of 
which it is to present for the informa- 
tion of tlicir readers tho most accurate 
statements with regard to the state of 
finance, manufactures and commerce, 
give the most gratifying reports of re- 
viving uctivity. The principal daily 
newspaper* of tho great cities and tho 
centers of trade, among others tho New 
York Tribune, which hns been persist- 
ently employed latterly in efforts to roll 
back the advancing tide of mercautilo 
vigor by representations of continued 
depression, have recently devoted entire 
pages to the report* of tho representa- 
tives of tho chief business interests of 
tho country, which clearly show that 
the improvement during tho last mouth 
has been certain and material. 

Dispatches and correspondence from 
all ports of the country tell of the re- 
vival of industrial enterprises, of work* 
which liavo liecii shut down resuming

The great transportation compa- 
nies, which probably suffered ns much 
us or more than any of the representa- 
tive* of important business interests 
during 'In' Into prolong *d juried of de- 
pre> dot:, are daily shov.ii j the assured 
Increase pf the volume of business. The 
statements of the banks in nil the large 
financial centers are equally satisfacto- 
ry u* indisputable testimony to the re- 
turn of prosperity. 

There is also a very notable feature 
which should bo regarded as interesting 
uud instructive at this tixue when the 
partisan orgnus in their desire to get 
votes, even at the sacrifice of the com- 
mon w< lfare, declare that the new tar- 
iff and mercantile ruin are virtually syu- 
ouymous terms. During the period of 
1891, when the former tariff waslu suc- 
cessful operation and the time was con- 
sidered most prosperous, the failure* 
wore 8,866, the assets involved $71,- 
811,320 and the liabilities $138,811,- 
614. Tho number of failures was less in 
that year than this by nearly 400, but 
Iho assets involved exceeded those of 
1894 by more than $12,000,000 aud tho 
liabilities by more than $28,000,000.
